Authority.

Catholic churches throughout the arch- 
diocese, asks that attention of Catho- 
lic people be directed to certain ap- 
peals being made which are not in 
harmony with the spirit of the Church. 

“We do not wish to be understood 
in any sense contrary to the mind of 
the Church or to the letter of her leg- 
islation,” the letter states. “What 
ever the Church aproves we accept 
wholeheartedly; whatever societies or 
sodalities or confraternities have re- 
her gfficial approbation we 
commend to the faithful. 

“There are, however, some commer- 
clal aspects to popular devotions, to 
appeals for membership in societies 
and confraternities and the sptritual 
benefits offered to subscribers to Cath- 
olic publications, which are repellent 
to the Catholic sense and which can- 
not but hurt religion 

“First, there are advertisements in 
the Catholic press telling of spiritual 
favors granted to active members of 
certain societies and confraternities, 
ever promising Masses. There are 
also advertisements soliciting voca- 
tions. We ask every Catholic publica- 
tion of the Archdiocese to reject such 
advertisements.

“Seeond, lay solicitors are not 
authorized by the Church to enrol! 
members in her sodalities or confra- 
ternities. The faithful are warned 
against lay solicitors who promise 
Masses for subscriptions to publica- 
tions. It is advisable to decline to sub- 


scribe to any Catholic publication 
which attempts to build up its sub- 
scription list by such methods. 

“Third, a society or confraternity 
which has the approval of the Holy 
See cannot be united to other societies 
or confraternities without the sanction 
of the same Apostolic authority, and 
the spiritual benefits of the Pontifical! 
cannot attached to some 
local organization without the author- 
ity of the Holy See 

“The faithful 
circulars that are being 
stating that such a union 
not giving the authority by 
has been effected. 

“Fourth, for 
dality or confraternity 
there may be some nominal fee for 
perpetual membership. But there is 
no general sanction for enrollment 
merely for a year in a confraternity 
of the church and that a fee $1.00 
or more be paid for such annual en- 
rollment. The faithful are warned 
against circulars soliciting such an- 
nual enrollment in societies and con- 
fraternities. 

“Fifth, the faithful are warned 
especially against requests to furnish 
a list of names of friends and ac- 
quaintances to whom appeals may be 
made for membership in confraterni- 
ties that have annual dues. The com- 
mercial aspect of promising to keep 
secret the names of those who send in 
such lists is one shocking to our Cath- 
olic sense. 

“Sixth, beautiful devotions to our 
Blessed Mother, to St. Theresa of the 
Infant Jesus, prayers for the souls of 
the faithful departed, which appeal to 
the whole Catholic world, are by cer- 
tain agencies given a commercial 
aspect that merits the strongest con- 
demnation. By all means let the 
faithful practice the devotion that ap- 
peals to them, provided it be approved 
by the Church; but we warn them to 
be suspicious of every appeal in which 
it seems manifest that it is addressed 
to them chiefly for financial assistance. 
The faithful should not be deluded by 
those who apparently wish to persuade 
them that they cannot practice these 
devotions without contributing annua! 
dues to certain shrines, churches or 
monasteries. The faithful of all par- 
ishes are advised to show such ap- 
peals to their respective pastors.”

Archbishop Robinson Criticizes 
Strickland 


Of special importance, and particu. 
larly enlightening concerning the 
whole controversy, is the text of the 
report of Archbishop Robinson, made 
to the Holy See following his visit te 
Maita. In this report the Archbishop 
shows that Lord Strickland, the Malta 
Premier about whom the entire situa- 
tion revolves, has a long record as a 
trouble-maker not only in Malta, but 
elsewhere, and as an inconsiderate, 
quarrelsome and imprudent man. 

Strickland, says the report, while 
glorifying in his Catholic ancestors, 
“holds that to be a good Catholic one 
should be also a convinced anti-Cleri- 
eal.” He campaigned bitterly 
against the Church in Malta for a long 
time, the Archbishop adda, and is a 
man who would sacrifice almost any- 
thing for love of power. 

Archbishop Robinson states that the 
difficulties Malta which led to his 
appointment were “the natural and 
result of the elections that 
in August, 1927, In which 
Strickland came to power as 
Minister.” He continues:
